NEW YORK, Oct. 31 (UP) — 
Stocks made their second best 
gain in seven years today and 
wiped out ull losses of the past 
week. The rise, which amounted 
to $4.95 in the industrial average, 
was exceeded only by the $6.08 
rise on Oct. 15 when President 
Truman eliminated meat controls.

LARGER SUPPLY 
OF SHOES, HIGHER 
PRICES PREDICTED 


St. Louis Manufacturers 
Disagree With the OPA 
Forecast of 20 to 30 
Per Cent Boost. 


Shoes will cost more but will be 
easier to get this winter as a re- 
sult of elimination of price ceil- 
ings On shoes and hides, St. Louis 
manufacturers said today. 

Just how much prices will go up 
was the subject of varying esti- 
mates. When controls were off fora 
time last summer, manufacturers’ 
prices of shoes jumped as much as 
30 per cent above ctiling levels. 
OPA officials predicted prices now 
May rise 20 to 30 per cent, but 
most manufacturers insisted this 
estimate is too high. 

“Some price increase is neces- 


Sary to cover higher costs, but 
the OPA prediction is wholly un- 
called for,” said Byron Gray, presi- 
dent of International Shoe Co. 
“Both manufacturers and retailers 
are vitally interested in keeping 
prices just as low as costs will per- 
mit. ' 

“Under price control, the shoe 
industry was forced into drastic 
curtailment of production. We ex- 
pect a material increase in output 
to expand retail supplies during 
the winter months.” 

Some price increase Is to be ex- 
pected, but keen competition in 
the industry will protect the con- 
sumer, said John A, Bush, presi- 
dent of Brown Shoe Co. 

“We hope people won't be fool- 
ish and raise prices so high that 
sales volume will be curtailed,” he 
continued. “Hide prices under 
OPA were kept too low, resulting 
in some holding of skins. There 
should be a free flow of leathers 
soon.” 

Influence of Consumers. 

An officer of Johnson-Stephens 
& Shinkle Shoe Co., manufacturers 
of women’s shoes, termed the OPA 
prediction of price increases “far 
out of line,” expressing the belief 
that consumer resistance will keep 
prices from rising much above 
present levels. Wholesale prices 
will be determined largely by 
leather costs, he said. 

William 8. Milius, president of 
the Milius Shoe Co., said he 
anticipated a sharp rise in prices 
“which won't hold.” 

“I'm unable to make a price 
estimate unti] I know what the 
rise in.material prices will be,” 
Milius © observed. “We believe 
there will be a sharp rise, but the 
public won’t buy. I do not believe 
the price will be more than 25 
per cent higher than what it has 
been, after the leveling off.” { 

Retail butter prices were fe- 
duced 6 cents per pound today f6)- 
lowing a break in the wholesale 
butter market. Pevely and St. 
Louls Dairy butter was selling for 
89 cents a pound.

The killing frost which usually 
makes its appearance about the 
28th failed to show up on the 
month’s record, but seven days, 
scattered throughout this period, 
had light early morning frost.

2.36 inches. Normal for the month 
is 2.81 inches. 

There were 15 cloudless days 
this month, in keeping with Oc- 
tober’s average, and light smoke, 
dust and ground fog were noted 
during the month.

BYRNES TO SEEK BIG FOUR 
DECISION ON REICH FRONTIER 


Secretary Says He Will Ask for Agreement 
on General Boundary at New York 
Foreign Ministers’ Meeting. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 31 (UP)— 
Secretary of State James F. 


Byrnes said today he will ask the 
Big Four Foreign Ministers to 
reach agreement on Germany's 
general frontiers during their pre- 
liminary discussions at New York 
on the German peace treaty. 

He told a press conference that 
agreement among the United 
States, Britain, Russia and France 
is necessary on several basic mat- 
ters, including occupational prob- 
lems and frontiers, before intelli- 
gent work can be started on peace 
terms. 

Byrnes said he expected the dis- 
cussions on the controversial Ger- 
man settlement to begin about 
Nov. 20. 

He said it should be quickly ap- 
parent if the Foreign Ministers 
would be able to conclude their 
preliminary discussions during the 
course of the present United Na- 


tions General Assembly. 

Byrnes said that if it develops 
the discussions will take more 
time, he is willing to return to 
Europe to continue them, 


He said he would recommend 
at the New York meeting that 
each of the Big Four nations ap- 
point special deputies to proceed 
with a tentative draft of the 
treaty. He said this would require 
several basic decisions by the For- 
eign Ministers themselves on gen- 
eral frontiers and military occu- 
pation matters.

Watson was acquitted of actu- 
ally stealing the gems, but was 
found guilty of conspiring with 
Durant and Durant’s wife to con- 
vert the jewels to their own use 
and also of receiving a portion of 
the jewels, “well knowing them to 
be stolen.” 

The major, 33 years old, took 
the verdict calmly, standing erect 
and expressionless in front of the 
American military court.

Ann Zapala, who worked with 
Sally Tesch at a Detroit stove 
company while Albert Tesch 
fought with the American Army 
in Normandy, told the story. 

Sally and Albert were married 
in 1942, and when the young hus- 
band, also 22, went to war, his 
wife returned to her job at the 
stove company. 

Tesch, wounded in action in the 
Normandy invasion, returned to 
Detroit blind. The sight of one 
eye was gone, and the young vet- 
eran could distinguish only be- 
tween dark ahd light with the 
other. He resigned himself to per- 
manent blindness and began to 
study Braille. 

“But Sally wouldn’t give up,” 


Miss Zapala said. “She studied 


doctors. She learned that, if a 
cornea could be transplanted to 
her husband's still functioning eye, 
he might see again.” 

Albert was happy about it, Miss | 
Zapala related, but then wondered | 
who would take the chance. Sally | 
said she would, 

Then the young couple ran into 
the problem of money. A collec- 
tion was taken up at the stove 
company and the two operations 
were performed. 

The operations were a success 
and the young couple settled in 
Choteau, Mont., where Tesch op- 
ened a farm implement shop. For 
helpers he chose a veteran with 
two artificial legs and another 
with a silver plate in his head, 

“I got a letter from Sally just 
a week ago,” Miss Zapala said. 
“Sally says the shop is doing just' 
fine. She says she’s getting sed, 
to looking at things with just one. 
eye.”

Then, looking directly at Molo- 
tov, Austin said slowly and clearly: 

“The United States is prepared 
to co-operate fully with all other 
members of the United Nations on 
disarmament. It advocates effec- 
tive safeguards by way of inspec- 
tion and other means to protect 
complying states against the haz- 
ards of violation and evasion.” 

There was applause as he 
pledged once more the United 
States support of the United Na-

AUSTIN RESTRAINT 
IN REBUKE TO REDS 
WINS APPLAUSE 


Firm but Courteous, Non- 
Belligerent Tone of 
Speech Eases Tension 


in Assembly.

NEW YORK, Oct. 31—Warren 
R. Austin, chief United States 
delegate to the United Nations, 
expressed courteous but firm re- 
sentment at the attitude of the 
Soviet Union in a speech in the 
General Assembly ast night. 
Austin’s rebuke, although couched 
in restrained terms, was pointed 
and his conclusion: “That closes 
the sad chapter as far as we are 
concerned,” was applauded by 
delegates and spectators in the 
chamber. 

V. M. Molotov, Soviet Foreign 
Minister and U.N. spokesman, was 
on hand when Austin began. Aus- 
tin spoke softly but earnestly, his 
manner in direct contrast to that 
of Molotov, whose bristling atti- 
tudes had betrayed the aggres- 
sive nature of his address Tues- 
day before his words were trans- 
lated, The white-haired Ameri- 
can representative took the floor 
yestserday toward the end of a 
long, tiresome day of speechmak- 
ing. Advanced texts of each 
scheduled speech, including Aus- 
tin’s, had been voided to permit 
revision in light of Molotov’s 
fighting words. 

Rumors were thick that Austin 
would fire heavy guns in defense 
of American views and particu- 
larly in behalf of Bernard M. Ba- 
ruch, United States representative 
in the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion. Baruch was the object of 
@ personal attack by Molotov. 
Forecasts that Austin would make 
sharp retort were bolstered by 
word from the American delega- 
tion that he was revising his 
speech, 

His relatively mild words, there- 
fore, were greeted with relief by 
the scattering of delegates and 
spectators who remained in the 
chamber. The early assurance 
that “the United States will sup- 
port the United Nations with all 
the resources we possess,” was 
enthusiastically acclaimed. Hand- 


|clapping was strenuous, however, 


when he announced in positive 
tones: “I shall not participate in 
any exchange of recriminations.” 

Austin made clear that Baruch’s

Many U.N. Diplomats 
Call It the Best Made 
So Far at General As- 
sembly Session. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 31 (AP)— 
Many of the world’s diplomats, 
particularly representatives of the 
small nations, termed Warren R. 
Austin’s American policy speech 
to the United Nations General As- 
sembly last night the best expres- 
sion toward world peace that has 
been made in the new internation- 
al forum. 

They used similar phraseology 
to interpret it as a genuine de- 
sire that the United States will 
do all in its power to reach a mu- 
tual understanding with Russia 
and wipe out the differences that 
exist between East and West.

The United States has 
nothing to hide with regard to 
our armed forces at home or 
abroad, The United States will 
promptly fulfill this policy, In no 
case are the United States forces 
in friendly countries except with 
the consent of those countries. 
“Tt is our opinion that the pro- 
posed inquiry should include all 
mobilized armed forces, whether 
at home or abroad.” 

Austin predicted that the As- 
sembly would assume a more dom- 
inant position as the United Na- 
tions developed. He said it exer- 
cises great responsibilities and 
wields great power now and its 
authority would increase in the 
future.

MOSCOW, Oct. 31 (AP)—People

FEDERAL HELP URGED 
IN LONG UAW STRIKE 


Mayor Requests Aid to Avert 
‘Further Violence’ in Allis- 
Chalmers — Strike. 


MILWAUKEE, Oct. 31 (AP)— 
The Federal Government was 
urged to act today “as a means of 
avoiding further violence” in the 
184-day-old strike at the Allis- 
Chalmers Manufacturing Co. after 
a new outbreak of fighting yester- 
day between pickets and police at 
the company’s big home plant in 
nearby West Allis. 

Mayor Arnold Klentz of West 
Allis, in an appeal to Secretary of 
Labor Schwellenbach “in the in- 
terests of public welfare and as 
a means of avoiding further vio- 
lence in our streets,” surged that 
negotiations in the dispute be- 
tween the company and the CIO 
United Auto Workers be resumed 
“immediately.” | 
“The question can only be set- 
tled at the conference table,” 
Klentz said in his appeal. 
Klentz acted after a flurry of 
renewed fighting for the third 
successive day, with crowds of 
spectators joining pickets in 
skirmishes with police and sher- 
iff's deputies. Sheriff George 
Hanley has deputized 130 Mil- 
waukee policemen. 

The officers were the targets of 
rocks, fruit and paint. Automo- 
biles were tipped over and win- 
dows in cars broken. Nine per- 
sons, were arrested, including two 
youths, for offenses yarying from 
striking persons on thé sidewalks 
to striking and throwing rocks at 
policemen. 
Today Sheriff Hanley _ in- 
formed Gov. Walter 8, Goodland 
by telegram that the “entire 
situation” was “well. in control 
at the present time.” 

Earlier yesterday 26 members of 
UAW Local 248 were cited for con- 
tempt of court in connection with 
the fighting at the plant this 
week. Later additional warrants 
were issued against eight union 
leaders in connection with. dis- 
orders Monday and Tuesday which 
were touched off following a back- 
to-work movement which followed 
collapse of negotiations.

UAW REPLIES WITH STRIKE 
THREAT IN FORD CO. DISPUTE 


Rouge 


Union Files 30-Day Notice if Company Will 
Not Comply to Three Demands at 


Plant. 


DETROIT, Oct. 31 (UP)—The 
Ford Motor Co., already plagued 
with shortages that will cut pro- 
duction by 10 per cent beginning 
tomorrow, was faced today with a 
threat of a walkout of 68,000 em- 
ployes at its River Rouge plant. 


The CIO United Auto Workers 
announced today it had filed a 
30-day notice of intention to 
strike unless the company com- 
plies with three demands of the 
union, 


1. That the company eliminate 
health and safety hazards in the 
Rouge plant. 


2. Eliminate penalties unfair- 
ly imposed against workers who 
were involved in the recent re- 
fusal to work under hazardous 
conditions. 


3. That the company give up 
the use of no-strike clauses in 
its contract with the UAW as 
weapons to force employes into 
acceptance of work perilous to 
health. 

Thomas ‘Thompson, president of 
Ford Local 600, largest local in 
the world, said the action. resulted 
from a dispute with the company 
over alleged health hazards in the 
open hearth department. 

“Ford workers will live up to 
their responsibilities under the 
contract” until the 30 days have 
expired, Thompson said, 

The dispute resulted from, a 
strike of crane operators in the 
open hearth department early this 
month when workers quit, charg- 
ing that sodium fluoride fumes 
were endangering their health, 
The strike was settled and the 
company invoked a penalty clause 
in its contract permitting the 
disciplining of workers who engage 
in wild-cat strikes. The company 
said the leader of the strike had 
been discharged and 17 other 
strikers had been suspended for 
two or three weeks. 

The UAW replied with the 
threat of a strike in the entire 
plant. 

Thompson said an “impartial in- 
vestigation” demonstrated that 
workers in the Rouge steel plant 
were menaced by poisonous sodium 
fluoride fumes. The company said

NEW YORK, Oct. 31 (AP) — 
Alfred P. Sloan Jr., chairman, and 
Charles E. Wilson, president of 
General Motors Corp. today urged 
prompt removal of “all wage, price 
ani other controls that ret-rd pro- 
duction.”

RUGGE FOR INQUIRY 
UN LINKS OF U9. 
FIRMS WITH NAZIS 


Insistence on ‘White 
Paper’ May Have Re. 
sulted in His Dismissal, 
Ex-official Says. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 31 (AP) 
—O. John Rogge, recently ousted 
from the Department of Justice, 
advocates publication of a “White 
Paper” detailing an alleged in- 
ter-relationship of Nazi and some 
American industrialists, 

Here to address a meeting to- 
night, the former special prose- 
cutor told reporters last night 
that he had uncovered informa- 
tion linking several of the na- 


tion’s largest industrial organiza- 
tions to Nazi officialdom. 

Rogge did not elaborate, but 
declared that his insistence that 
a formal investigation be conduct- 
ed may have resulted in his dis 
missal. 

“I doubt very much that the 
German industrialists will be tried 
at all as war criminals,” Rogge 
asserted. “If they are tried, the 
story of American inter-connec- 
tions will be brought to light.” 

Rogge said also he had urged 
a Federal investigation into the 
activities of an editor of a na- 
tional publication but that “my 
repeated recommendations were 
ignored.” 

“I’ve never been able to sell 
such ideas,” he added. “Apparent- 
ly to strike people of wealth and 
power is pretty difficult.” 

Rogge said of the Nuernberg 
trials that he had found counter- 
parts of each of the defendants 
in the United States. He was sent 
to Nuernberg as a special assist- 
ant to the Attorney General,

WASHINGTON, Oct. 31 (UP)—

LONDON, Oct. 31 (AP)—Win- 
ston Churchill declared today he 
hoped the United Nations would 
“sweep away” war talk by provid- 
ing for an interchange of “actual 
military facts, supported by ade- 
quate reciprocal inspection.” 

Britain’s wartime prime minis- 
ter, called by Russian Prime Min- 


ister Stalin an “incendiary of a 
new war,” made the suggestion in 
a speech accepting the freedom of 
the city of Birmingham. The 
honor was presented at his London 
home. 

“We are told that one of the 
great evilg from which we suffer 
is international suspicion,” 
Churchill said, “There is a very 

d remedy for suspicion. 

“It is the full disclosure of the 
facts, and that simple sovereign 
remedy, I hope, will be applied to 
the world situation by the United 
Nations organization now meeting 
in the United States, and what is 
called war talk swept away by an 
interchange of actual military 
facts supported by adequate re- 
ciprocal inspection on terms of 
honorable equality between all the 
powers, great and small, which 
are involved.” 44

If they re- 
ject the union’s proposals, the 
packers will vote to begin the 
strike at once, he said. The two 
firms employ about 1100. 

Original demands of the union 
for a new contract to replace one 
that expired last Sunday included 
increases of 15 cents an hour, a 
welfare fund and a guaranteed 
40-hour week. The packers have 
agreed to make any settlement 
retroactive to last Sunday. Other 
firms subject to the same master 
agreement are American Packing 
Co. and Sieloff Packing Co. 


ARABS THREATEN UPRISING 
AGAINST PALESTINE JEWS 


‘Patience Wearing Thin,’ One Leader Says 
After New Attacks in Which Four 
Persons Are Killed and 18 Hurt. 


JERUSALEM, Oct. 31 (AP)— 
Talk about an Arab. uprising 
spread through Jerusalem’s streets 
today in the wake of two attacks 
attributed by police to Jewish ex- 
tremists in which four British 
soldiers were killed and at least 
12 Britons and six Arabs wounded 
yesterday. 

“Even at high levels,” one source 
close to Arab political leaders said, 
“the Arabs in Palestine now are 
beginning to feel that nothing will 
stop these Jewish terrorists except 
force. The British won't do it and 
Arab patience wears thin. 

“Everywhere there is talk of re- 
volting against these marauding 
Jews; and what now appears to 
us to be their British protectors.” 

The possibility was mentioned 
in some quarters that the nor- 
mally moderate Arab Executive 


might even give the go signal for 
such a revolt because of yester- 
day’s attacks, which followed by 
less than 24 hours the inner 
Zionist’ Council's call on Palestirfe 
Jews to deny support to “groups 
of terrorists who defy national 
discipline” and cause bloodshed by 
their tactics. 

Leaders of Futuwah, a Palestine 
Arab army, called for a parade 
and mass meeting in the Arab city 
of Nablus tomorrow. The Arab 
leaders said specifically that this 
was not to be a “protest meeting,” 
but other Arab sources said the 
parade was “calculated as a show 
of strength.” 

Police held 15 suspects today 
in connection with the» bombing 
yesterday of Jerusalem's central 
railway station, which was dam- 


aged by bombs planted by a girl 
and a gang of quick-shooting 
youths, Two British soldiers were 
killed in the blast and an Arab 
porter was missing. Police en- 
gaged in a running fight with the 
gang. 

Two British soldiers were 
killed and 10 others were wounded 
in Jerusalem when two military 
trucks were blasted by a road 
mine; four heavily armed men 
robbed two Polish cashiers of 
$2000 in Tel Aviv, and a British 
jeep was fired on 14 miles north 
of Jerusalem. 

The bombing of the railway sta- 
tion occurred in full view of many 
persons who stood in the windows 
of nearby buildings as word 
spread that the band had planted 
the explosives. 

Girl Carries in Suitcases,

INCREASE IN NATURAL RUBBER 
IN AUTO TIRES AUTHORIZED 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 31 (AP)— 
The Civilian Production Admin- 
istration authorized manufacturers 
yesterday to increase from 13 to 
23 per cent the amount of natural 
rubber in small and medium size 
passenger car tires. 

The new regulation also permits 
the use of 67 per cent natural rub- 
ber inste of the present 13 per 
cent in larger passenger tires and 
permits tires of 11-inch cross sec- 
tion and larger to be made with 
as much natural rubber as the in- 
dividual manufacturer desires to 
use, 

All other types of small size tires 
including smal] industrials with 
less than eight ply may be made 
with 13 per cent natural rubber 
instead of 2.5 per cent formerly al- 
lowed. 

CPA said tire manufacturers 
now may produce 50 experimental 
tires with white sidewalls in each 
plant per month in order to

SAYS WALLACE 


Vandenberg, Army and 
Navy Are Making U, S. 
Foreign Policy, Asserts 
Former Official. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Oct. 31 (UP)— 


Henry A. Wallace asserted last 
might that Senator Vandenberg 
(Rep.), Michigan, and the Army 
and Navy “are making our for- 
eign policy,” and that they “nee- 
died” the State Department into 
risking war with Russia. 

The former Secretary of Com- 
merce told a Democratic-Farmer- 
Labor political rally that he “re- 
fused to believe” that Secretary 
of State Byrnes “is happy with the 
way in which Senator Vandenberg, 
the Army and Navy are making 
our foreign policy.” 

“Certainly Secretary Byrnes was 
not responsible for Navy flyers 
writing the initials F. D. R. over 
the skies of royalist Greece,” Wal- 
lace said. + 

“Certainly Secretary Byrnes 
did not authorize Adm. (William 
F.) Halsey to say that our Navy 
would go wherever it damned 
pleased. 

“It is hard to believe that Secre- 
tary Byrnes is pressing for out- 
right United States ownership and 
fortification of the Ryukyu is- 
lands in such a way as to be a 
definite and distinct threat to the 
free access to the seas by the 
Russians from their only warm- 
water Pacific port.” 


Wallace said he refused “to 


the State Department would have 
gone so far in risking war with 
Russia if they had not been nee- 
dled into it by Vandenberg and 
the military.” : 

Wallace acknowledged that tne 
military necessarily think and 
prepare te meet the “next possible 
enemy,” but said that the State 
Department's function is to think 
about that enemy and plan for 
peaceful relations. 

The problem of carrying on suc- 
cessful relations with Russia, Wal- 
lace said, “is not as simple as I 
presumed it last Sept. 12.” That 
was the date he delivered the New 
York speech that led to his ouster 
from the Cabinet. 

“The Russians don’t demand 
communist governments in Po- 
land, Bulgaria and Romania, but 
they do demand friendly govern- 
ments. The American representa- 
tives, even before the war came 
to an end, began to line up with 
the reactionary, anti-Russian ele- 
ments in nearly every country in 
eastern Europe. 

“What do you suppose the 
American newspapers would say 
if the Russians were lined up 
with anti-American elements of 
Mexico after four years of war 
during which the Mexicans had 
occupied New Orleans and killed 
many Americans? ... 

“It is certainly not my inten- 
tion to defend the Russian ap- 
proach to this particular country, 
but I do want to indicate that, 
while our position may be offi- 
cially correct, ... we are actually 
going beyond the Yalta agreement 
in our efforts, not to bring about 
democracy, about which these 
countries know little, but to per- 
petuate the survival of a decadent 
aristocracy.”

HELICOPTER MAIL 
TRANSPORT>- TEST 
HERE LIKELY IN ’47 


Experimental transport of mail 
by helicopter in the St.Louis area 
probably will ce undertaken next 


year, Gael E. Sullivan, second as- 
sistant postmaster general in 
charge of mail movement, told the 
Post-Dispatch today. The use of 
helicopters for mail flight has 
been tested in Los Angeles and 
Chicago, and is scheduled to start 
Jan. 6 in the New York area. 

‘A newly developed automatic 
winch makes a landing site for 
helicopters no longer necessary, 
Sullivan said, since mail sacks can 
be loaded or unloaded while the 
plane hovers over a post office 
roof or platform. With helicop- 
ters, he estimated, the flight be- 
tween the main post office, 
Eighteenth and Market streets, 
and Lambert-St. Louis Field would 
take not more’ than six minutes, 
compared with the present 45 min- 
utes by truck. 

While the shuttle trips to and 
from the airport would be the 
basic service, Sullivan continued, 
the experiment also would in- 
clude pick up and delivery serv- 
jee several times daily to branch 
postoffices and suburban towns 
within a radius of about 50 miles. 
He said that, in the Chicago area, 
under such a_  =system, letters 
mailed in Joliet at 10:30 a.m. were 
delivered in Waukegan one hour 
and 39 minutes later, a saving of 
about 24 hours over regular post- 
office procedure.

ESPITE a hurried last-minute attempt to protect America’s 
international level of leadership, Molotov, the clever operator 


holds the commanding position in 


The Vermont Yankee from the United States Senate, Warren 


Austin, tried valiantly to extricate 


the United States from the confu- 


sion and devastation left by Molotov’s so-called disarmament speech 


of Tuesday. 

He hastily added two pages at 
the beginning of his own general 
policy address to the United Na- 
tions General Assembly last night 
—but, like President Truman’s 
speech opening the Assembly on 
Oct. 23, it didn’t quite come off. 

He got frequent and often en- 
thusiastic applause, especially for 
the last-minute additions, from 
nearly all delegates but Molotov 
and his Slavic bloc. 

Later, however, a feeling of let- 
down swept too many of his lis- 
teners for it to be dismissed 
casually. He simply had not taken 
th: initiative away from the Rus- 
sians. 

Molotov’s Advantage. 

Molotov came here from Paris. 
ahead of his original schedule, to 
anchor the new Soviet drive for

maneuvering the Russians into 
‘the same commandirg position 
with the Si-nation Assembly that 
they’ve managed to hold, by de- 
vious means, with the Security 


Council. 

He still had it, all in all, follow- 
ing the Austin speech, and until 
som: better tactics are adopted by 
the Americans or the British he 
is likely to hold it. 

Austin was in the position of 
having to reply to Molotov’s out- 
bursts against “imperialism,” dan- 
gerous monopoly of atomic energy 
and United States troops in non- 
enemy territory. 

He did reply—and with answers 
that added firm new points to 
American policy. But it was always 
in the spirit of answering and not 
initiating. 

The great advantage behind the 
American position is that America 
is on record—alongside . Russia-- 
with specified unprecedented 
world proposals for peace. Austin, 
with a dignified refusal to let his 
speech turn into a dog fight,” went 
Molotov one better on disarma- 
ment: 

He wants the disarmament pro- 
posal widened. He made an un- 
precedented statement of United 
States policy by agreeing to accede 
to Russia's demand foi a troop 
on broader lines. 

But, as dramatic as it was, # 
was a follow-the-leader situation. 
Molotov. had forced the United 
States into these statements of 
policy, and it is Molotov, in the 
final analysis, who will claim the 
’ eredit. 

Improvement in Situation. 

There is, behind it all, a turn 
for the better in the international 
scene. 

Here are two great powers try- 
ing to outdo themselves in brave, 
spectacular pleas for peace and 
disarmament, even though Ameri- 
ea renews the qualification that 
it will not divulge the know-how 
of atomic energy until interna- 
tional] inspection is established. 

That, in the long view, is per- 
haps one of the most encouraging 
things that has yet happened with- 
in the United Nations. Just how 
fully Molotov's tactics are appre- 


ciated here is a matter of con- 
jecture. The old _ revolutionary 
friend of Stalin probably never 
achieved a more subtle manewver 
than he has managed to pull off 
here by making the United States 
accept Russian leadership. 
Molotov was making an old- 


fashioned grandstand play when| 


he called for world disarmament. 
It made good headlines and it set 
him up as a great advocate of 


ce. 

Actually, of course, that is exact- 
ly the goal to which all 51 dele- 
gates have pledged themselves: it 
is in the United Nations Charter 
much more clearly and explicitly 
than in the Molotov plea. 

In the light of past perform- 
ances, and the new line.of domi- 
nating the entire scene, it is a 
reasonable assumption that Molo- 
tov was speaking his piece more 
to those outside the hall than to 
those seated before him. 

He was making a play, also in 
keeping with another Russian de- 
velopment within the United. Na- 
tions, as the big brother protector 
and knight errant ready to cham- 
pion the cause of minorities and 
underdogs. : 

Austin’s Awkward Position. 

Against such a background Aus- 
tin entered the ring. It had orig- 
inally been decided that the Amer- 
ican delegate would refrain from 
the optional round-robin address 
to’ the Assembly, on the theory 
that President Truman had ex- 
pressed the American position. 

But repeated criticisms of the 
President’s failure to clarify the 
United States position, on such 
issues as trusteeships in the Pa- 
cific and overseas troops, appar- 
ently prompted an American 
change of mind. 

Thus, whether he realized it or 
not, Austin, coming up a day after 
Molotov, was in the awkward posi- 
tion of appearing to defend his 
country against the vicious Molo- 
tov tirades. 

It put him—and the United 
States — on the defensive. And 
that is where he stands now, 

He was unlucky enough to get 
caught in a Soviet squeeze-play 
which was cleverly planned as a 
maneuver for bargaining position, 
and some of his truly excellent 
points were minimized by the 
drama of the power politics whirl- 
ing around the hall. 

The present balance is not en- 
tirely on Russia’s side, even 
though lotov holds a strong up- 
per hand. If the Americans can 
get clearer guidance from Wash- 
ington, instead of the wait-and-see 
directives that appear to have 
been the rule for the last week, 
it is still not too late to salvage 
American prestige. 

But, as anyone at all familiar 
with Soviet tactics should know, 
Molotov, by now, is already draw- 
ing his campaign lines for another 
front. 

He learned long ago, in his revo- 
lutionary days, never to toss away 
an advantage. 


BOMBS WRECK ONE 
WING OF BRITISH 
EMBASSY IN ROME 


Explosives Set Off by Clock- 
work — Two Passersby 
Hurt.

ROME, Oct. 31 (AP)—A bomb 
explosion which shook the city 
wrecked an entire wing of the 
British embassy early today. Po- 
lice and embassy officials said 
they had no clues to the identity 
of the perpetrators. 

A gaping hole reaching back for 
a depth of two rooms was torn 
into the building by the blast, re- 
sulting frum two suitcases con- 
taining explosives detonated by 
clockwork. The heavy masonry of 
the bilock-long, three-story struc- 
ture was cracked so deeply that 
police said part of it might have 
to be pulled down, 

Embassy personnel] escaped in- 
jury, but two Italian passersby 
were wounded. One of them, Nico- 
“lino Plitta, was said to have been 
hurt so badly that he may die. 
Four embassy guards were thrown 
from their beds but were not hurt. 

Foreign Minister Pietro Nenni, 
summoned from his sleep to lead 
an investigation, said the two 
suitcases packed with explosives 
were wrapped in red flags. They 
bore a warning sign “attention 
mines.” 

An Italian watchman found the 
suitcases on the doorstep and 
heard a ticking noise. 

“This looks like a booby trap to 
me,” he said to the British guard, 
dack Botell. As the British guard 
ran for the police the suitcases 
blew up. The Italian guard was 
buried in debris, but escaped with 
lacerations and bruises:

DOCTORS DECIDE 
SHELL SHOCK IS 


| POSSIBLE BUT RARE 


Find Battle Explosions Can 
Affect Tissue of Brain 
Causing Syndrome. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 31 (AP)— 
After outlawing the term for 
years, Army medical officers have 
decided that there is such a con- 
dition as “shell shock,” although 
it is rare. 

The Medical Corps bulletin said 
today that an intensive study of 
34 cases verified that real shell 
shock was a syndrome, or complex 
of symptoms resulting entirely 
from the effect of blast on brain 
tissues. °

from combat was labeled “she!) 
shock,” until it was discovered 
that many such cases had never 
been within miles of an exploding 
shell, The term was dropped and

U.S. and Britain Said to Have 


Agreed to Standardize Weapons 


England Will Convert Its Arms to Fixed 
American Sizes and Patterns, London 


Military Sources Say.

LONDON, Oct. 31 (AP). 


UTHORITATIVE British military informants report that British 
and American political and military chiefs have agreed in prin- 
ciple to standardize land, air and naval weapons and munitions 


to fixed United States sizes and patterns, 


These informants said A. V. 
Alexander, defense minister des- 
ignate, would give the decision 
practical effect as soon as he 
takes office. 

Asked whether such an agree- 
ment implied the conclusion of a 
formal military alliance between 
the two countries, an army source 


said “no, but it does mean a de- 


liberate decision from the British 
side to settle any disputes that 
might arise in the future by dis- 
cussion.” 

The source said Britain and 
America were continuing to swap 
information on military weapons 
developments—more than a year 


after the end of the war—adding/ 


“I don't believe there is a single 
military secret between ourselves 
and the Americans.” 

In the House of Commons, 
Prime Minister Attlee began a 
two-day debate yesterday on a 
government proposal! for a central 
defense ministry. Alexander has 
been designated as chief of this 
proposed ministry, heading land, 
air and sea forces of Britain. 

Prompted by Canada. 

Informants said the issue of 
weapon standardization was first 
broached by Canadian Prime Min- 
ister W, L. Mackenzie King dur- 
ing the April conference of the 
empire premiers in. London. 

Mackenzie King, the source 
said, told the conference Canada 
was convinced its territorial in- 
tegrity and future security were 
inseparably linked with those of 
the United States and that defense 
strategy had to take into account 
the technical, productive and scien- 
tific resources of the United 
States. 

Australian Prime Minister Joseph 
B. Chifley and New Zealand Fi- 
nance Minister Walter Nash ex- 
pressed similar views concerning 
their countries, 

No formal] decisions were 
reached at the conference, but 
Attlee immediately initiated dis- 
cussions ‘with his military chiefs 
and later took up the matter, 
through the joint staff board, with 
America’s top military men. 
Agreement then was reached, the 
informants said. 

Practical Benefits. 

In practice, it was said, the 
arrangement will mean that in 
any future emergency Britain 
would be able to order most of its 
military requirements from Amer- 
ica with considerable less trouble 
than in the last war. 

A big advantage to the United 
States, it was pointed out, was 
that countries like Australia and 
New Zealand, where British 
weapon and munitions factories 
are to be established, would in ef- 
fect become “advanced bases” for 
United States forces in the event 
of a conflict. 

‘' The informants suggested it 
would take a minimum of 10 years 
to complete the British conver- 
sion. The British .303 caliber rifle, 
used for about 50 years, will be 


redesigned to the United States 
.30 caliber. Cartridges will be 
grooved instead of rimmed. Mor- 
tars, field artillery, medium and 
heavy artillery and naval guns 
eventually will be replaced, it was 
said.

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Eisenhower Calls ‘Absurd’ Charge! 
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U.S. Army Is Threat; Apparent 
Reference to Molotov Speech 


Asserts Troops Abroad Are Spread Out 
Thinly, at Home Are Merest Nucleus for 
Safety — Truman Message to Forum Says 
None of Us Can Bow to Force.

‘In an apparent reference to 
Tuesday's speech by Russian For- 
eign Minister Molotov before the 
United Nations General Assembly, 
Eisenhower told the New York 
Heralc Tribune forum: 

“A few, possibly with sincere 
motives, allege that this Army is 
a disturbing element in the world 
scene, terming' it a standing threat 
to other peoples. 

“But the countries against 
which, it is hinted, our Army 
may be aimed, do not need intel- 
ligence sources to recognize the 
absurdity of such charges.” 

Molotov’s Contention. 

Molotov contended that. the 
presence of Allied armies outside 
the confines of their own coun+ 
tries or the territories of former 
enemy nations “gave rise to seri- 
ous uneasiness among the peoples 
and world public opinion.” 

Eisenhower said United States 
forces at home are the merest 
nucleus for security by anw pos- 
sible standard of comparison, And, 
he said, the “badly diminished 
forces” in occupied territories are 
there solely to enable the United 
States to fulfill its pledges to es- 
tablish peaceful governments and 
economies, 

He said American forces are 80 
thinly stretched as to merit con- 
tinuing attention “lest weakness 
encourage defiance and invite un- 
rest or uprising.” 


He said the Army “repudiates 
the defeatism that sees another 
world conflict as inescapable,” but 
does not share the belief that 
wars will result in the ultimate 
destruction of civilization itself, 

“If world order is worth strug- 
gling for,” he said, “we do not ad- 
vance the cause by predicting fail- 
ure in advance.” 

Eisenhower cautioned that no 
crime could be greater than blind 
exposure of America’s heritage to 
ruthlesg attack, “merely because 
we hate war with a consuming 
hatred.” 


Message From Truman. 
President Truman, in a message 
read to the closing session of the 
forum, said United Nations dele- 
gates were “striving earnestly” for 
world understanding but that they

The President said the record- 
ing of votes of the delegates did 
not change the convictions of na- 
tions but that it revealec what the 
convictions were and their extent. 

“We cannot force our convic- 
tions on other people or permit 
other people to force their con- 
victions on us,” he said. “But 
we can submit our convictions to 
the untrammeled test of. reason, 
justice and fair play and we can 
ask others to submit their convic- 
tions to like test. None of us can 
bow to force, but all of us must 
yield to reason, justice and fair 
play.” 

British Imperialism “Dead.” 

Prime Minister Jan Christian 
Smuts of the Union of South 
Africa told the forur that “Brit- 
ish imperialism” was “dead and 
buried” and but a “mere scare- 
crow for frightening those who do 
not know.” 

Smuts said the “very signifi- 
cance of the British contribution 
to the cause of peace” was that 
British policy had turned its back 
on imperialism “and in our era 
has espoused the cause of freedom 
and emancipation.” 

He described the British com- 
monwealth as in some respects “a 
pointer to the future” with its bloc 
of states pledged to follow com- 
mon policies, but not dominated 
by Britain, the most important 
member. 

“If, for instance, Europe... 
could see its way to forming a 
European union in which the 
eventual constitutional principles 
of the British commonwealth 
could prevail, we may at long last 
see that noble old mother conti- 
nent... emerge from its confu- 
sions and miseries and realize its 
freedom,” he said. 

Czech Pact With Reds. 

Foreign Minister Jan Masaryk 
of Czechoslovakia said his coun- 
try’s alliance with Russia was ac- 
cepted unanimously “not only by 
our Communists and Socialists, but 
by all the parties.”

WASHINGTON, Oct. 31 (AP). 
E DWIN W. PAULEY, President 


Truman’s reparations commis- 
sioner, warned last night that 
the Allies will be “successfully 
courting World War III” if they 
agree to a reported Russian plan 


concerning reparations from Ger- 
many, 


The reported plan calls for 
awarding Russia reparations out 
of current production in Western 
Germany in order to obtain Soviet 
co-operation in unifying Germany 
economically. 


Pauley issued a statement to 
comment on what he called “re- 
cent dispatches” which reported 
that Russian Marshal Sokolowski 
in Berlin had suggested such a 
plan to Lt. Gen. Lucius D. Clay. 
He also said his statement was 
prompted by Premier Joseph 
Stalin’s answers to questions sub- 
mitted by Hugh Baillie, president 
of the United Press. Pauley re- 
ferred specifically to Stalin's 
statement that he favored raising 
the level permitted German indus- 
try. 

“The reported Soviet proposal 
that they be given 25 per cent of 
the current production from the 
Ruhr-Rhineland area would call 
for maintaining in operation the 
very plants which all agreed had 
to be removed,” Pauley said. 

This, he said, would make Ger- 
many a “potential aggressor” once 
more. 

Pauley, who has toured Ger- 
many and the Far East on the 
President's request to study the 
reparation question, said it was 
“upside down logic” to maintain 
that the Allies should permit rais- 
ing the level of German industry 
“as a prerequisite to unification.” 

Pauley recalled the “mistake” 
the Allies made after the first 
World War in permitting German 
industry to function in order to 
pay off reparations in money. 

“I have the most sincere sym- 
pathy with the desire of our Soviet 
allies to rebuild their country after 
the devastation that it suffered 
during the war,” Pauley added. 

“But I beMeve it is to their in- 
terest just as much as to ours to 
achieve this end by means which 
will not again make a potential 
aggressor of the country which 
each of us had to fight twice in 
a generation at a vast cost in 
blood and money.”

“Let UN Do It” 


The task of keeping alive the hungry and home- 
less of the world has bogged down in a slough 
of power politics. On no front of a none-too- 
hopeful world situation is the outlook bleaker 
than it is here. 

‘Buck-passing and weariness with heavy re- 
sponsibility are the order of the day. Both 
UNRRA Director LaGuardia and former Direc- 
tor Lehman have warned solemnly that unless 
relief is taken up by some other organization as 
soon as UNRRA lays it down, the result will be 
disaster. 

Yet no agency is ready to pick up the bur- 
den which UNRRA will lay down in Europe two 
months hence and in the Far East three months 
later. Furthermore, there is no good reason for 
expectation that any will be ready. 

The United States, Great Britain and Canada 
furnished 93 per cent of UNRRA relief. If the 
United Nations, into whose lap the job has been 
dumped, is actually to perform the work, those 
same three nations will still have to supply most 
of the leadership and most of the funds. Instead, 
they have thrown the responsibility onto UN as 
if UN were in some magic way separate from 
themselves. “Let UN do it” has, in this particu- 
lar, become merely another way of saying “Let 
George do it.” In food relief, UN is being used 
by the United States, Britain and Canada as a 
repository for their discarded responsibilities. 


UN is supposed to handle food relief through 
a World Food Board, care of displaced persons 
through its International Refugee Organization, 
health work through its World Health Organiza- 
tion. 

These are high-sounding names, but they don’t 
mean anything, and they won’t mean anything 
unless the United States and Britain get behind 
them and make them mean something. 

“It is hard to escape the conclusion,” writes 
Anne O’Hare McCormick in the New York Times, 
“that a compelling reason for the Anglo-Ameri- 
ean decision is that Russia is taking so much 
from the receiving countries that UNRRA relief 
amounts to a contribution of the Western pow- 
ers to Russian reparations.” 


If world food relief is not valid now, it has 


not been valid during the past three years, and 
the $3,000,000,000 which UNRRA has spent for 
supplies is money wasted, If it was valid, and 
is abandoned at the end of these three years, 
when there is still great need of it, “all the good 
heretofore accomplished might well be de- 
stroyed,” Mr. LaGuardia has warned. 


A large share of the blame would be Russia's, 
but the circumstances would be such that the 
major blame would be put on the Western de- 
mocracies by the starving nations, and Russia 
would reap the political advantage. As Marquis 
Childs points out in the case of Italy, “a new 
hunger wave would be instantly exploited by 
Communists.” It will be so in every starving 
country. 

If the United States and Britain lead a move- 
ment in UN to take over food relief, and if they 
largely finance it, it will probably carry. If 
they don’t, it undoubtedly will not. Those are 
the practical facts. But let’s not say ‘“‘Let the 
UN do it.” Let the United States and Britain do 
it through UN, for no way else can it be done.

In a Nutshell 


Bernard M. Baruch has a great gift for “‘put- 
ting things in a nutshell.” We believe he did just 
that when, speaking before the New York Herald 
Tribune Forum, he said: 


There will be no surrender of the bomb, 
unless and until we know that all other 
countries are prevented from doing the very 
thing we would be giving up—bomb-making. 
Are we to be the only ones to disarm? That 
way is suicide. 

So that it shall not be diverted to war, it 
is necessary, through an international atomic 
agency, to begin at the raw materials and to 
use every device of control, including licens- 
ing, inspection, accounting, operation and 
management as protective measures. 

When all this is agreed upon by a treaty 
in final form, all our know-how, stock of 
bombs and raw materials will be turned over 
or disposed of in accordance with the treaty, 
which, of course, must be ratified under the 
constitutional processes of each nation. Once 
the treaty comes to. life, there can be no 
veto against the daily opérations of the in- 
ternational agency and no veto on swift pun- 
ishment of offenders. 


If Russia wants us to stop making bombs, it 
must agree to honest-to-God inspection without 
ifs, ands, buts or vetoes. 
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What Senator Napier Is Asking 


Of the three races for seats in the Missouri 
Senate from St. Louis in the election next Tues- 
day, that in the Second District stands out far 
above the others in interest. (The new Second 
District is roughly half of the old Twenty-ninth 
District in the extreme southern section of the 
city. It has a population of approximately 
100,000 under the redistricting which increased 
St. Louis’s Senate seats from six to seven.) 

The Democratic nominee is Harold J. Cuddy. 
The Republican nominee is Senator Milton F. 
Napier. This offers St. Louis the spectacle of 
Milton Napier as one kind of Senator and want- 
ing to be still another kind. 

In a special election last April, after the death 
of Senator Clyde Wagner, Napier won election 
to a seat which runs through the next two years. 
Thus, he is now a holdover Senator for the old 
Twenty-ninth District. 


But he also filed for and in August he won. 


the Republican nomination over Senator Claude 
B, Ricketts in the new Second District in which 
redistricting placed his voting residence. This 
means that Napier has willfully put himself in 
the position of running for a four-year term in 
one district while he Holds on to a term with 
two years to go in another district. 


If he loses his race next Tuesday to Cuddy, 
Napier will still be a Senator. If he wins, he 
will resign his holdover seat. That will create 
a vacancy in the Senate two months before it 
assembles for its 1947 session. The old Twenty- 
ninth District then will need to hold a special 
election. Such an election will be required to 
give some 100,000 St. Louisans representation 
in the next State Sénate. 

What Napier should have done was to resign 
his holdover seat if he desired to run for a 
four-year seat in the Second District. Then Gov. 
Donnelly could have set a special election to 
coincide with the general election. The vacancy 
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would have been filled at no extra cost. Indeed, 
an out-state Senate vacancy is being filled 
in just that way. 

As it is, if Napier wins in the Second District, 
voters in that district will find themselves al- 
most at once asked to vote in the special elec- 
tion for a Senator in the old Twenty-ninth, of 
which the new Second is approximately half. 

But Senator Napier clearly is playing it from 
the standpoint of “nothing to lose” for himself. 
The prospect of a costly special election to fill a 
single office immediately on the heels of the 
general election seemingly does not disturb him 
in the least. 

Is the independent voter as eager to have 
Milton Napier in the Senate as he is to keep 
himself there? The facts of his present can- 
didacy show what sort of operator he is. 
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It’s Molotov’s Turn 

The United States preserved whatever con- 
structive opportunity there was for arms limita- 
tion in Mr. Molotov’s proposal of Tuesday night, 
and carried the proposal forward, but without 
falling into any traps. Chief Delegate Austin’s 
response met the Russians fully half-way, and 
made plain that whatever arms-limitation plan 
this country may agree upon must be backed 
up with international inspection. 

If the United States had accepted the proposal 
which Mr, Molotov. seemed over-eager to stam- 
pede UN into adopting, it would have been com- 
mitted to atomic disarmament without interna- 
tional inspection—and with Russia retaining veto 
power, for the plan would have operated through 
the Security Council. 

The suspicion is inevitable, therefore, that Mr. 
Molotov was not engaged in making a bona fide 
offer of general arms limitation, but was laying 
a trap of words. It will either be confirmed or 
dissipated by what the Soviet Foreign Minister 
does now. The United States has expressed com- 
plete harmony with his broad aims. Now that 
the two countries are agreed on what to do, it 
is Mr. Molotov’s responsibility to follow up what 
with how, His proposal so far is only a state- 
ment of intentions. In what ways does he pro- 
pose to put these intentions into practice? 

If Mr. Molotov proposes methods in which a 
nation with an elementary sense of precaution 
can impose trust, his overture will be credited 
with genuineness. If he still talks about atomic 
disarmament under conditions which would give 
the United States no better safeguard than 
words, his proposal of general arms limitation 
will appear to have been more clever than con- 
structive, 
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The Housewife Takes a ‘Hand 


The housewife, happily, is showing the 
butcher, baker and candlestick maker who is 
boss. Outraged at the prices asked for certain 
groceries, housewives—or a considerable number 
of them—have gone on a strike that is bringing 
profiteers up short. 

Grade A butter is offered in groceries today 
at 89 cents, down 6 cents from yesterday. 

Pork was down a nickel a pound yesterday, 
but chops still were bringing 74 cents, against 
the OPA ceiling of 45 cents. More pressure is 
indicated here, also. 

Steaks are down 10 or 12 eents a pound, but . 
this probably will not induce sufficient buying 
to relieve the glut at the stockyards. 

Cotton has fallen $50 a bale in three weeks, 
and is now down nearly to “parity”—that is, the 
figure that the Department of Agriculture con- 
siders a fair price for the farmer. Textile manu- 
facturers and wholesalers, who have been hoard- 
ing huge inventories to gain the appreciation 
from rising cotton prices, are now begging the 
dealers to take the stuff off their hands. 

Our embattled housewife should be just as 
cagey as the dealers have been. The merchant 
who has not marked up his stock at each op- 
portunity deserves a break. As for the rest, they 
should absorb the loss as prices go down, just as 
they pocketed the gain on the way up. 

The American housewife does not have to go 
on a general strike to turn on pressure against 
inflated items. She needs merely to exercise 
economical choice. Resolute refusal to be 
gypped, if practiced by enough people, could be 
a pretty good substitute for the late OPA, 
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Distillers say bourbon prices will be stagger- 
ing. It seems that no one but the Bourbons will 
be able to afford it. 


For Regional Planning 

Some time next year—probably in the next 
six months—pressure to replace the war- 
destroyed inventories of consumer goods will 
lighten and communities will turn their atten- 
tion to public improvements which have been 
allowed to slide for five years. 

Plans for highways, airports, parks and play- 
grounds, sewers and sewage disposal plants will 
be pressed on a scale, perhaps, that the St. Louis 
area has never seen before. Meanwhile, resi- 
dential and industrial construction will come 
into their own, bringing zoning problems into 
sharp focus. 

The Metropolitan Plan Association, which {is 
dedicated to the healthy growth and intelligent 
development of the St. Louis area on both sides 
of the river, can and should be of the greatest 
help in seeing that this construction and growth 
proceed on lines that will make for a balanced 
and attractive community. 

The Association can synchronize the efforts 
and mediate the differences of the more than 
100 municipalities and 600 different taxing agen- 
cies in metropolitan St. Louis. It can advise on 
how to get the greatest utility out of public 
works that are needed now and it can formulate 
a program of more extensive public works to be 
pursued when they are needed as a safeguard 
against depression. 

To perform these services, the Association re- 
quires for its 1947 budget $40,000—a little less 
than 3 cents each for the 1,540,000 people its 
services will benefit. The prospective contribu- 
tors to whom an appeal has been mailed should 
consider it a privilege to help. It will be money 
well spent. 

P.S. There is still one bad gap in the Asso- 
ciation’s agenda. When will the directing spirits 
add smoke elimination on a metropolitan scale 
to the list of objectives?

The Louisville Labor-Management Com- 
mittee in a few short months has become a 
very important factor in our community. 
The writer was one of the participants in 
the committee’s first case, the “guinea pig,” 
as one committee member remarked—the 
case of the tippers’ strike. It might be of 
value to hear the “guinea pig” speak, now 
that the matter has been decided, 


I was quite dubious originally as to the 
value of such a committee. The caliber of 
the men who accepted appointment to the 
LMC was most impressive, but it was hard 
to believe that such men either could be 
willing or would be able to devote the time 
and pains that would be required to delve 


_into such involved and complicated situa- 


tions as ours was, and as most labor-man- 
agement difficulties are. 


It is still hard tp believe, but I know it 
ig so because they did. They did not only 
in the tippers’ situation, but in every other 
industrial dispute in this community in 
which their services were accepted. 


Free, Exhaustive Inquiry 


The inquiry into the tippers’ situation 
alone consumed between 20 and 25 hours 
spent in actual hearings, besides consulta- 
tions between the members of the hearing 
panel and discussion in full committee ses- 
sions, The inquiry was exhaustive and 
everyone was permitted his full say. The 
decision arrived at must have been ac- 
curate since neither side was completely 
pleased, nor too disgruntled. 


The committee prejudged nothing. Its 
approach was bottomed on the idea that 
reasonable men can discuss and examine 
differences between them without rancor 
or recrimination, and that intelligence can 
resolve all difficulties between parties who 
are willing to be fair. 


Perhaps three-fourths of the disputed is- 
sues in our case were resolved by agree- 


ments and concessions made by the parties 


under the influence of the intelligent evalu-. 


ations and conciliatory suggestions of the 
committee members. Further, when con- 
ciliation did not work. when one or another 
of the parties got “strong-minded,” the com- 
mittee demonstrated that & had the guts 
to get tough, to crack down. 


In the tippers’ matter, Mark Ethridge 
served as public member on the hearing 
panel. I cannot resist depositing my finest 
verbal bouquet in his lap. He represents 
the finest combination of courage and in- 
telligence, motivated by a passion for fair 
dealing, I have ever encountered. 


The Members Are Scrupulous 


Grover G. Sales, who instigated the LMC 
and serves as its managing director, ex- 
hibits a selflessness and ardent desire to 
serve the community, regardless of the 
burdensome demands upon his time and 
abilities, that deserve the commendation 
of the community. 


It does not seem to be generally known, 
and I think it should be, that the LMC is 
not only an unpaid group, but its members 
give their time and effort, and, also, quietly 
pay any expenses that arise out of their 
own pockets. 


I hope I have made it clear that I am 
greatly impressed by the committee, what 
it has done, and its great possibilities for 
making a most important contribution to 
industrial peace in our community. «I am 
not in accord with everything it has done, 
and am quite critical of some of its con- 
clusions, 


However, regardless of any such differ- 
ences of opinion that have arisen or may 
arise, it is beyond question that our city is 
fortunate that it has citizens of such cali- 
ber as make up the LMC who will assume 
the burdens they have to serve their com- 
munity.

i Short Story Harvest 


©. HENRY MEMORIAL AWARD PRIZE STORIES.OF 

1946, edited by Hirschell Brickell, (Doubieds® & 

Co., New York.) 

One of the pleasures of reviewing such 
an anthology as this comes in disagreeing 
with the editors and judges. There are 
some good stories in this book, but with 
perhaps one exception they havé not been 
given prizes. The exception is the story 
by Cord Meyer, Jr., “Waves of Darkness,” 
which received the special prize for a first 
published story. Mr. Meyer is a young and 
very promising writer, and he should ignore 
the nonsensical speculation in the introduc- 
tion as to whether or not his story is a 
story. 

There are two very remarkable stories, 
remarkable for their full and ironical com- 
prehension of the human being, for which 
special enthusiasm is warranted, The first 
is Elizabeth Hardwick's “What We Have 
Missed,” as skillful a thrust at provincial- 
ism as has seen print lately. Miss Hard- 
wick’s work should never be ignored. The 
second is Truman Capote’s “Miriam,” a 
brilliant and stinging satire on ineffectual 
female middle age. 
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The problem of discrimination is dealt 
with several times in the book, best and 
most thoughtfully perhaps by John Berry- 
man, in “The Imaginary Jew.” This story 
is excellent. Another treatment of the sub- 
ject is Elizabeth Enright’s “I Forgot 
Where I Was.” Another is Kay Boyle's 
“Winter Night,” a story which does some- 
thing to compensate for the smooth com- 
mercialism of her latest novel. Irwin 
Shaw’s “Act of Faith” deals with it, too, 
and deserves much more attention than it 
gets here. Marjorie Kinnan Rawlings also 
grapples with the subject in a sensitive 
story of one phase of the Southern problem 
as seen through the eyes of a white child. 

The special merit of such an anthology 
is that it brings together stories from the 
less widely circulated magazines, such as 
the Kenyon Review, and stories from the 
commercial magazines, freed from the ir- 
relevancies of perfume and resort adver- 
tisements in the adjoining columns. Thus, 
in one volume, we may read the stories of 
those writers who have been accepted com- 
mercially and of those whose work, intelli- 
gent as it may be, still fails to excite the . 
editors of the “slicks.” 

This particular “volume is weighted on 
the commercial side perhaps—but so is the 
entire field of short-story writing. What 
we have here is simply one survey of the

new. But his startling statement 
that “the level of permitted in- 
dustry should be raised above the 
agreed level” and that the Ger- | 
mans should be “allowed to recon- 
struct their industry and trade 
and become self supporting” is 
revealing in two respects, 


A Try at Co-operation. 


’ First, it contains a hope that 
thé Soviets will be able to draw 
upon the German industries in the 
British and American zones for a 
portion of those huge reparations 
which they need if their sorely 
devastated country is to be recon- 
structed, not in six or seven 
years—as Stalin says—but in 16 or 
17. : 

Secondly, it announces a new 
attempt at co-operation with the 
British and Americans. This 
means a sweeping change in 
policy. 

Since the end of the war and 
possibly somewhat earlier the So- 
viet leaders have apparently been 
guided by the following considera- 
tions: 

1. Russia did the most of the 
fighting and practically won the 
war unaided. The Soviet frontiers 
moved forward into central Eur- 
ope and the Pacific. Therefore the 
“political configuration” (Soviet 
for power. relationship) had 
changed in Russia's favor. 

2. The Americans would with- 
draw into a new isolation—a view

ARTHUR KRAUSE WINS 
ART MUSEUM PRIZE 


Five Other Awards, 10 Hon- 
orable Mentions to St. Louis- 
ans in Missouri Show.

Arthur Krause of Kirkwood has 
won the $200 purchase prize of 
City Art Museum in the 1946 Mis- 
souri Exhibition with his oil paint- 
ing “Fishermen’s Wharf,” it was 
announced yesterday by Perry 
Rathbone, museum director. Mon- 
ey for the purchase came from 
the Eliza McMillan Fund. Other 
prizes amounting to almost $800 
also were awarded. A total of 
271 exhibits was accepted for the 
show, which will open tomorrow 
and be on view here through No- 
vember before going to Kansas 
City. 
Krause, art teacher in the St. 
Louis public schools for 18 years, 
12 of them most recently at Blew- 
ett High School, joined the faculty 
of the St. Louis School of Fine 
Arts, Washington University, this 
fall. His exhibit is a view of 
shipping, the sea, anchors, barrels 
and a fisherman wearing an oijil- 
skin of an unnaturally brilliant 
yellow. He said it was painted 
last summer in California and “is 
in a more conventional style than 
I usually employ.” 
The $200 Morton D. May pur- 
chase prize for painting in any 
medium went to Robert N. Sud- 
low of Lawrence, Kan., for his oil 
“The Red House.” It is a dour, 
expressionistic study of a house 
near a bridge, with drab clouds 
hovering overhead, Contour and 
color are arbitrary and not de- 
pendent on reality or nature for 
effect. 
Kansas City Winner. 
The: $200 Kansas City Art Insti- 
tute prize for work in any medi- 
um by a resident of the Kansas 
City area was awarded to Horace 
Day of Kansas City for another 
oil, “Amherst Clay,” possibly 
painted in New England, judg ng 
from the Berkshire-like hills and 
cornfield fence. Of the three $200 
prize winners, Day’s is the most 
conservative. It is marked by ex- 
tremely competent craftsmanship 
in every department and seems a 
life-like portrayal of a scene with 
possible modifications solely for 
harmony of composition and color. 
Clark B. Fitz-Gerald, St. Louis 
commercial artist, won the $100 
prize of an unnamed donor for 
sculpture, painting or drawing in 
any medium.

called the ghost-voting record of 
the discredited Pendergast ma- 
chine in Jackson county in the 
1930s dnd asserted “right here in 
St. Louis we must be on guard 
for a revival of election frauds.”

national police force we can have, ' 


the sooner it will be possible to 
discuss the way to reducing arma- 
ments universally. 

I feel there is a lack of under- 
standing in Mr. Molotov’s speech 
of the fact that Mr. Baruch has 
only stated a very obvious truth 
when he says that the veto cannot 
be used where the international 
control of the atom bomb is con- 
cerned, 

That part in Mr. Molotov’s 
speech in which he advocates the 
development of atomic energy for 
peaceful purposes only left rather 
vague how the nations .of the 
world were to make sure that this 
was actually being done. There 
is only one way to insure no mis- 
use of+this development and that 
is by international inspection and 
punishment for anyone who vio- 
lates the rules laid down for this 
type of industry. The veto could 
not be used, or inspection would 
be meaningless. | | 
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THE UNITED STATES was ac- 
cused of selfish interests as re- 
gards the plan developed by the 
Baruch committee. I am quite 
willing to believe that selfish in- 
terests enter into that plan, but it 
seems to me there is no nation 
which does not have selfish in- 
terests. he thing we will have to 
do is to come to an understanding 
of the fact thé selfish interests 


@ are better served when we have 


nternatinoal co-operation. I be- 
lieve that for the present the gen- 
eral veto on questions which deal 
with actual use of force within a 
country by order of the Security 
Council is entirely correct. 

The United Nations is built on 


the assumption of unity among 
the five great powers in their ef- 


forts for co-operation throughout’ 


the world, That unity never can 
exist, however, if our nation, 
Great Britain and Russia do not 
stop discussing their differences. 
Unity is created by trying to find 
points of agreement—by develop- 
ing better understanding among 
the individuals representing each 
group, so that they may interpret 
better to their various countries 
the points of view which must be 
arbitrated in order to find ways 
of working together. 

At no time will everyone feel 
that he has won al] he desires, but 
it is just this give-and-take which 
has to be developed within the 
United Nations. Otherwise, we 
will go back to the isolation of 
individual nations and in the 
world, as it is today, that seems 
to mean a miserable life for the 
people of every nation, 

o . + 

MR. MOLOTOV is quite correct 
when he said: “Atomic bombs 
used by one side may be opposed 
by atomic bombs and something 
else from the other side.” I sup- 
pose that the day will come when 
all nations will know the secret 
of making the atomic bomb and 
since all nations, including Rus- 
sio, Great Britain and ourselves 
are now busy developing othe? 
weapons of war, they also will be 
available. 

The objective of the United Na- 
tions is to create an atmosphere 
in which peace can grow in the 
world. The assembly is of value 
because the weight of public opin- 
jon can be brought to bear 
through the spokesmen of the var- 
ious delegations. We should pay 
attention to that public opinion 
and profit by it and not resent it. 
Compromises are the only solution 
that I know of when opposing 
views have to be harmonized suf- 
ficiently to create a working basis 
among individuals.or nations.

‘Tomorrow

HE business side of home- 

making has to be considered 

these days in order to make 
our money meet our needs, It’s 
just good business sense to learn 
quality in food, Take the grape- 
fruit and avocado required in to- 
day’s menus. Four people can be 
adequately ‘and highly satisfac- 
torily served if a medium grape 
fruit and avocado of good quality 
are purchased, But fruit of the 
same size of poor quality will 
neither be adequate or satisfac- 
tory. Grapefruit that is full of 
firm juicy fruit is heavy for’ its 
size, the skin is thin and fine tex- 
tured. A poor grapefruit often has 
very thick spongy skin and fi- 
brous, spongy textured sections. 
Hefting the grapefruit is one of 
the safest tests. The hand pres- 
sure test is the best to make on 
avocado. Never press the thumb 
into the fruit because this will 
damage even hard fruit. Put the 
fruit in the palm of the hand and 
press gently from all sides. If 
it is soft enough to serve, one can 
fee] the flesh yield slightly under 
the skin, but this pressure is not 
heavy enough to bruise fruit. De- 
sjrable fruit is soft enough to 
easily crush into a mush with a 
fork, but it is not soft enough 
to have black spats. Avocados are 
picked hard purposely and if 
bought and left to stand at room 
temperature without handling, 
they will become soft enough for 
perfect eating within three or 
four days. 


Avocado Dressing. 

One medium-sized avocado, ripe, 
one-half cup orange juice, one 
tablespoon lemon juice, one-half 
teaspoon salt. 

Peel avocado, cut in half and 
discard pit. Press avocado threugh 
a fine sieve, add other ingredients 
and beat with a rotary beater 
until perfectly smooth. Makes 
about one cup dressing. 


Grapefruit Salad, 


One medium sized, heavy grape- 
fruit, one medium head lettuce. 

Peel grapefruit just as you 
would an apple using*a very sharp 
thin bladed knife with a saw- 
like motion to remove only the 
peeling and white fibrous mem- 
brane, The resulting fruit should 
be a shapely, clean juicy ball. 
Now cut out sections and transfer 
them to lettuce cut in thick cross- 
wise slices arranged on individual 
salad plates, Serve with avocado 
dressing.

That Makes 
The School’

(77 RE educators say, “Build the 


\@ school about the child. Make 


a fair sized estate and Mother with careful managing was —@ the child the core of the course 


of study.” I can go along with 
that whole-heartedly. The school 
is built for children and should be 
administered for them. But never 
forget that the teacher is the one 
who administers the school. The 
building and equipment may be 
perfection, the course may be all 
it should be, but the teacher must 
be stronger, finer, more richly en- 
dowed than any building, any 
course, if the children are to get 
anything out of their school life. 

Teachers should be selected on 
a broader basis than acquired 
information. The sort of examina- 
tion that asks two hundred, five 
hundred questions, quiz tests, sets 
the stage for the niggling-minded 
teacher than which there is no 
worse torment for children. If a 
teacher needs to know that Pope 
was known as The little man of 
Twickenham, she can easily find 
out by consulting her reference 
book, -but why anybody should 
want tp know is beyond me, nor 
what relation such information 
could ‘possibly have to the qualifi- 
cations of a good primary school 
teacher. 
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A TEACHER graduated from a 
certified college for teachers 
might seem to be qualified scho- 
lastically. If not, what was she 
doing there for those years? What 
is needed beyond scholastic train- 
ing is character, personality, at- 
titudes toward children, duty, and 
the like. Above all else, above 
scholarship, above good looks, 
fine presence and college degrees, 
comes love of children. A teacher 
can be learned, charming, authori- 
tative, but without love for chil- 
dren he or she is useless, an af- 
front, in a classroom. 

Examinations that are set by 
people who would not enter a 
classroom and, if possible, to avoid 
it, who would not hold a class 
15 minutes, people who love 
quizzs and delight in frighten- 
ing off candidates with their ex- 
hibitionism, do not discover the 
best teachers. 
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THE BEST TEACHERS are 
well-educated, well-poised, sensi- 
ble people whose chief concern is 
the understanding help they can 
give to their pupils, and the par- 
ents of those pupils. Rarely are 
they concerned about abstrac- 
tions, outdated literature, niggling 
details of this and that. Theirs 
are no ragbag minds but the 
minds of intelligent, experienced, 
able people in love with childhood 
and youth as represented in the 
common schools of this country. 

It might be well for those 
whose duty it is to select teachers 
to give a thought to the teacher, 
who he is, what he is, and how he 
works, and pay less attention to 
the details of the quizz program. 
Allow the colleges to attend to the 
scholastic qualifications while the 
responsible committee looks into 
the spiritual, personal qualifica- 
tions. Build the school about the 
child if you will, but remember 
that it is the teacher that makes 
that school and get a good one, 
and pay him as he should be paid.

Big Load on Today's Parents 


Their Children Are Coming of Age in a Time of Tremendous Change

ODAY’S youth is coming of 
T acc in a time of tremendous 

change. Politically this era 
might be likened to that which 
followed the American Revolution, 
A generation was born and grew 
to maturity between the time the 


war closed and Thomas Jefferson’ 


took office as president, or before 
the democratic philosophy had its 
first great re-affirmation. The 
difference between ‘the | periods, 
however, is great. Then there 
was time and there was not the 
atomic bomb. There was, though, 
the same confusion, the same 
working at cross purposes as 
they tried to build a nation that 
we must contend with today as 
we try to build a structure called 
the United Nations, 

What saw the people of that 
time through their difficulties was 
a great conviction. Life, liberty, 
and the pursuit of happiness were 
held to be inalienable rights of 
all, not just of some. A sufficient 
number of people believed those 
words, and backed up their convic- 
tion with their united strength. 
So believing and so acting, they 
forged a united nation on that 
principle. 

Our young people are going to 
need the same kind of conviction 
about what freedom means. They 
will need it not solely in terms of 
their personal freedom, important 
as that is, nor the national free- 
dom, as dear to us all as that is, 
but in terms of the fullest possible 
freedom of one’s fellowmen, 

With such a conviction will 
come a sense of social responsibil- 
ity. It will call for the {individual's 
support of those forces every- 
where in the world today that are 
working toward justice and broth- 
erhood in human affairs. 

If, then, we can impart today to 
our children that abiding convic- 
tion of the worth of man, and 
that sense of responsibility—and if 
stamina can be built into them to 
see them through—then we shall 
have done the best we can to pre- 
pare them for tomorrow’s world. 
They will not have an easy time 
of it, but a hard life can be a very 
good life indeed if it has a high 
purpose, 

Upon the family rests the great- 
est part of the responsibility for 
well-equipping youth for what 
lies ahead, for it is in the home 
that the values children live by 
are molded. It is from the par- 
wnts and the way in which they 
meet their own responsibility to 
the family and to the community 
that youth learns. 

If the parents act with courage

and fortitude, if they hold fast 
to the great and abiding truths 
that are above the confusion of 
this postwar world, they will have 
done what is required of them. 
Their children, in their turn, will 
be likely to do the same. 


Hitler knew the kind of youth 
he wanted and he got them, 


That fact bears thinking about 
as we discuss better parenthood. 
Do we know what kind of youth 
we want, and are we, ag a people, 
willing to do what needs to be 
done if our children are to grow 
up toward the ideal we hold for 


them? 
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I wonder. There are disturbing 
signs everywhere that lip-service 
at best, if that much, is being 
given to one of the m@st funda- 
mental tenets of democracy— 
namely, that no mdn is to be dis- 
criminated against because of his 
race, his creed, or his éolor. 

Hitler wanted the young people 
of Germany to believe they were 
destined to rule the world and 
that all other peoples were there 
inferiors, They had every right, 
being superior-born; others had 
no rights. Hitler’s youth were 


well-taught and well-trained. The 
world knows all too well the re- 
sults in human suffering. 

What Hitler taught was, and 
is, abhorent to us, for any idea 
that one group is superior or has 
rights that do not belong to all 
men does not square with our 
democratic philosophy. Yet our 
profession of faith is not always 
backed up, as Hitler’s was, with 
action in line with that faith. 

Such an anti-democratic atti- 
tude—and we should call it by 
its right name—is being met with 
in many places where our young 
people are influenced. They recite 
together on occasion the American 
creed as expressed in the Decla- 
ration of Independence, but they 
often see its truth denied on the 
playground and in the neighbor- 
hood. 

This prejudiced attitude is not 
always expressed out in the open, 
as in name-calling among chil- 
dren. Name-calling is relatively 
harmless compared with the more 
subtle forms this prejudice takes 
later when invitation lists are 
made up for the sororities and 
fraternities. Then some have to 
learn that the religion of one’s 
parents or one’s grandparents 


does make a difference in this 
country. 

Where do our young people ac- 
quire these attitudes that are so 
contrary to what we profess to 
believe? 
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In the home, for the most part. 
Words used there to describe 
other people in the neighborhood 
and a general attitude on the 
part of the*parents implant the 
idea that some peoples are in- 
ferior or dangerous, or at least 
different in an undesirable way. 

What is needed as much as 
anything in this world today, and 
what is going to be nteded even 
more in the world in which today’s 
children are going to have to 
live, is a fundamental respect for 
and appreciation of all peoples, 
no matter what their race, their 
creed, their color. 

Most of us are willing to give 
lip-service to such an ideal. Are 
we ready, though, in our homes, 
our schools, our churches, and 
through our government, to spend 
even part of the energy toward 
that goal that Hitler directed into 
inculcating the opposite attitude 
into the youth of Germany?

A “Won't you please give us one 
of your discussions on the 
evil of mixing metaphors?” 

First, let us make clear precisely 
what a metaphor is. A metaphor 
is a kind of simile which draws a 
comparison between things that 
are actually unlike, except in some 
striking particular, as in Emer- 
son’s admirable phrase: “Leave 
thy peacock wit behind.” 

.The metaphor is a bold and use- 
ful figure of speech, and it gives 
vigor, and, often, beauty, to one’s 
style. Shakespeare was masterful 
in his use of metaphors. Such as 
these are seen throughout his 
works: “For men have marble, 
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women waxen minds.” “A woman 
is a dish for the gods.” “How 
sharper than a serpent’s tooth it 
is to have a thankless chTmi!”’ 

A metaphor is said to be “mixed” 
when it makes a ridiculous or 
illogical comparison. Even Shake- 
speare, for all his eloquence, occa- 
sionally erred, as in Hamlet’s 
“ .,, take arms against a sea of 
troubles.”

It required considerable vision 
for North to bid four hearts, even 
as a “save,” on his miserable 
hand. Moreover, there was the 
question of whether East could 
make his three no trump, with 
probably only one stopper in the 
heart suit. However, North had 
the shrewd suspicion that East 
held a long and solid club suit, 
and since South had not been able 
to double three no trump, the de- 
fensive potentialities seemed hard, 


At four hearts doubled West 
elected to open his fourth-highest 
spade. East won and, determined 
to break up the clearly impending 
c-oss-ruff, returned a trump. 
Dummy’s 10 won and a diamond 
was led toward the closed hand. 
East put up the ace (he might 
well have waited!) and led an- 
other trump. Winning with the 
jack, South then led a club. East 
overtook his partner’s 10 to lead 
still a third trump, which South, 
of course, won. 


Before ruffing a club in dummy 
declarer made a vital and far- 
seeing play—he cashed the spade 
king.
